3.  The  duty  of  the  Cemetery  Tiustees  is  to  supervise  all  cemeteries  to  the  end  that 
fiinds  raised  through  taxation  or  otherwise,  may  be  expended  as  best  to  serve  the 
purpose  for  which  they  are  raised. 

4.  A  plan  for  each  cemetery,  with  the  lots  numbered  and  containing  the  names  of 
owners  as  known,  shall  be  kept  in  Town  Hall.  The  Board  of  Cemeteiy  Trustees 
shall  indicate  in  each  lot  the  exact  location  of  graves  made  in  the  same.  This 
particular  duty  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Trustees  shall  be  completed 
immediately  following  a  burial. 

5.  Prices  of  lots  to  be  purchased  shall  be  set  by  the  Selectmen  and  all  deeds 
recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk.  Transfer  of  ownership  may  be  accomplished 
only  when  the  original  deed  is  returned  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  a  new 
deed  is  issued.  Transfer  of  ownership  from  a  resident  to  a  non-resident  shall  be 
valid  only  after  payment  to  the  Town  of  the  difference  resident  and  non-resident 
lot  price. 

6.  No  intennent  shall  be  made  in  ground,  tomb  or  vault,  and  no  disinterment  or 
removal  shall  be  made  without  a  permit  issued  by  the  State  or  Town  Clerk  and 
delivered  to  the  Cemetery  Trustees.  [Prior  wording  was  "Sexton"]  Upon 
completion  of  the  interment-removal,  the  burial  permit  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Town  Clerk. 

7.  In  the  event  of  a  cremation,  notice  of  the  location  of  the  ashes  will  be  filed  with 
the  Town  Clerk.  No  ashes  will  be  inteired  unless  contained  with  a  suitable 
receptacle. 

8.  All  actual  interments,  disinterments,  or  removals  shall  be  made  under  the 
direction  of  the  Cemetery  Trustees.  [Prior  wording  was  "by  the  Sexton  or 
under  his  direction"].  Funerals  within  the  cemetery  proper  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Board  of  Cemeteiy  Tmstees.  [Ends  before  prior  wording  "as 
to  routes  taken".] 

9.  No  horses,  snowmobiles,  bicycles,  motorcycles,  OHRVs  [replaces  "RV's"], 
stretch  limousines  or  large  trucks,  except  those  authorized  by  the  Cemetery 
Trustees  shall  be  pennitted  in  the  cemeteries. 

10.  Interment  and  disinterment  fees  shall  be  determined  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees 
and  Board  of  Selectmen.  [Prior  wording  was  "Intemient  fees  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Sexton  shall  be  paid  for  his  time  for 
a  disinterment."] 
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11.  All  inteiTnents  shall  be  conducted  between  spring  opening  and  fall  closing  dates. 
The  opening  and  closing  dates  of  the  cemeteries  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Cemetery  Board  of  Trustees,  using  weather  and  road  conditions  as  guidelines. 

12.  Excavations  are  to  be  a  depth  of  five  feet  for  a  vault  [add  "at  the  low  side  of  the 
gravesite"]  and  three  feet  for  a  cremation  receptacle,  [add  to  follow:  "and shall 
be  a  minimum  of  12"  from  the  edge  of  the  traveled  portion  of  the  cemetery 
roadway".] 

13.  Flower  anangements  are  to  be  removed  from  the  gravesite  [remove  "by  the 
Sexton  ")  no  later  than  one  week  [add  "(7  calendar  days)  "]  after  a  burial,  [add 
"by  the  person  hired  to  perform  the  burial.  That  person  shall  also  be 
responsible  to  see  that  the  gravesite  shall  be  properly  filled,  compacted, 
loamed  and  seeded  immediately  following  the  interment.  No  fill  from  any 
gravesite  shall  be  removed  from  the  cemeteries  for  any  purpose  by  any  person 
unless  directed  by  the  Cemeteiy  Trustees.  No  payment  for  interments  will  be 
authorized  until  the  new  gravesite  has  been  inspected  and  approved  by  one  or 
more  of  the  Board  of  Cemeteiy  Trustees".  ]. 

14.  The  care  of  shnibs  and  perennial  plants  already  in  place  on  any  lot,  which  does 
not  have  Perpetual  Care  coverage,  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  owner,  heirs 
or  assignees  of  that  lot.  No  plants  or  shrubs  shall  be  planted  at  the  comer  points 
of  any  lot.  All  shrubs  and  plants  shall  be  planted  well  within  the  boundaries  of 
the  individual  lot  of  ail  sizes.  All  avenues  benveen  two  and  four  grave  lots  shall 
remain  free  of  any  type  of  obstructions.  Monuments  and  shiiibs  placed  within 
avenues  prior  to  1991  shall  not  be  subjected  to  this  regulation.  PeipetuaJ  Care 
coverage  shall  be  mandatory  if  shnabs  or  plants  are  to  be  planted  on  any  lot.  The 
amount  of  that  coverage  must  provide  adequate  interest  income  for  their  care; 
the  requested  amount  shall  be  two  hundred  ($200.00)  dollars  as  principal. 

15.  Perennial  plants  and  shi-ubs  shall  not  exceed  a  maximum  height  of  3  'A  feet  or  a 
breadth  of  2  '/:  feet  at  the  base.  Those  plants  or  shrubs,  which  become 
detrimental  to  avenues,  paths,  lots  or  monuments,  shall  be  removed  after  written 
notification  to  the  owner  of  the  lot  by  the  Board  of  Cemetei-y  Trustees.  Urns 
may  be  used  on  gravesites.  If  for  any  reason,  they  become  detrimental  to  the 
appearance  of  the  cemetery,  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Trustees  shall  remove  them 
and  will  notify  the  owner  of  the  lot.  [add;  "Any  unique  Jived  additions  to  any 
gravesite  must  receive  prior  approval  from  the  Cemeteiy  Trustees  or  they  will 
be  removed  within  48  hours  of  notification  to  the  owner  of  the  lot.  Additions 
that  the  majority  of  the  Board  of  Cemeteiy  Trustees  deem  are  detrimental  to 
the  appearance  of  the  cemeteries  or  inappropriate  in  nature  will  also  be 
removed  by  the  Board  of  Cemeteiy  Trustees  within  48  hours  of  notification  to 
the  owner  of  the  lot  If  the  addition  effects  the  safety  of  the  public,  it  will  be 
removed  immediately  ".  ] 

16.  The  Board  of  Cemetery  Trustees  shall  have  the  authority  to  grant  permission  to 
erect,  to  build  monument  foundations,  to  clean  and  to  letter  all  monuments  and 
to  install  flush  comer  stones  and  flush  type  markers.  The  request  for  pennission 
shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Tmstees  using  the 
authorized  fomi,  which  also  lists  the  Rules  and  Regulations  go\eming 
monuments  and  markers.  Lot  owners  and  monument  dealers  shall  both  sign 
each  request.  Pemiission  fomis  can  be  obtained  by  contacting  the  Board  of 
Cemetery  Tmstees. 

17.  Lots,  paths  and  roadways  shall  be  mowed  and  trimmed  as  often  as  is  necessary 
to  keep  the  appearance  of  the  cemeteries  neat  and  orderly.    This  work  will  be 
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supervised  by  the  Board  of  Cemeteiy  Trustees,  taking  into  consideration  the 
weather  conditions  and  the  budget  money  available.  Leaves  and  debris  shall  be 
raked  and  removed  in  the  fall  or  spring  of  each  year. 

18.  Funds  for  perpetual  care  lots  may  be  received  by  the  Town.  These  funds  will  be 
administered  by  the  Tmstees  of  the  Trust  Funds.  The  Board  of  Cemetery 
Tmstees  will  make  the  determination  of  the  care  to  be  given  to  each  individual 
lot  and  to  the  cemeteiy  proper,  when  interest  fiind  are  applicable. 

19.  Veterans'  markers  shall  be  kept  free  of  grass,  weed  and  grass  clippings  so  that 
each  is  completely  readable. 

20.  Wells  for  each  cemetery  shall  be  maintained  during  the  summer  months  and  a 
minimum  of  at  least  two  barrels  shall  be  placed  in  each  cemeter>'  for  the  disposal 
of  all  types  of  trash.  Barrels  and  water  pumps  shall  be  removed  from  the 
cemeteries  and  stored  in  either  hearse  house  during  the  winter  months.

She  is  credited  with  maintaining  New  Hampshire's 
presidential  priman/,  which  is  the  nation's  first.  She  also  was  instrumental  in  changing  the 
laws,  which  ensured  the  ability  of  voters  to  register  the  same  day  they  vote  without  a 
waiting  period.

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Assessor's  Agent  Report 

Over  the  past  two  years  the  Selectmen  have  been  upgrading  the  technology  needed  to  bring  the  assessing 
function  to  modern  standards.  This  involves  the  production  of  digital  tax  maps,  building  a  geographic 
information  system  (GiS),  and  upgrading  the  computer  appraisal  system  to  allow  us  to  update  assessments 
more  frequently. 

Taxpayers  may  have  noticed  the  new  tax  maps,  which  are  in  color.  These  are  much  more  than  just  colored 
maps,  however,  the  parcels  on  the  map  are  digitized,  that  is.  the  parcels  are  calculated  polygons  as  opposed 
to  just  lines  on  a  paper.  These  maps  are  the  first  step  towards  a  GIS.  This  technology  will  not  only  be  of 
assistance  to  the  assessors,  they  will  assist  the  planning  department  in  taking  stock  of  the  growth  patterns  of 
the  Town,  and  will  assist  in  the  decision  making  process  as  the  Town  grows.  This  technology  will  also  be  of 
assistance  to  the  Conservation  Commission,  and  the  public  at  large  for  it  will,  eventually,  produce  land-based 
information  upon  demand. 

In  order  for  the  GIS  technology  to  be  fully  functional,  we  need  to  link  the  parcels  to  information,  or  data.  The 
vast  majority  of  our  parcel-based  information  is  in  the  assessors'  computer  database.  However,  the  current 
system  does  not  lend  itself  to  exporting  data  outside  the  system.  Therefore  the  selectmen  have  authorized  the 
assessor's  agents  to  recommend  appraisal  software  that  will  produce  exported  data  upon  demand.  Through 
the  selection  process.  Vision  Appraisal  Technology  was  deemed  to  be  a  best  fit  for  the  Town.  This  coming 
year  the  data  will  be  converted  to  the  new  system,  which  will  also  accommodate  digital  photographs. 

Once  the  conversion  is  complete,  the  data  will  be  linked  to  the  digital  tax  maps.  This  will  allow  users  to  click 
on  a  parcel  and  have  access  to  all  the  data  on  file  for  the  properties.  For  example,  a  taxpayer  will  be  able  to 
click  on  a  parcel,  and  then  have  all  abutting  parcels  highlighted,  which  will  allow  the  user  to  print  a  mailing 
list  of  all  the  abutters.  There  are  many  such  uses  that  this  technology  will  permit. 

The  new  computer  appraisal  system  will  also  allow  the  Town  to  begin  regular  updates  to  the  assessments.  As 
the  market  has  changed,  the  assessments  h3\'e  remained  essentially  the  same,  causing  the  assessments  to  be 
out  of  line  with  current  market  values.  When  this  goes  on  for  a  period  of  time,  the  Town  will  be  forced  to 
complete  a  full  revaluation,  which  are  expensive  and  troublesome  to  taxpayers  because  of  the  unexpected 

shifts  in  tax  burdens. 

It  is  the  Selectmen's  intent  to  adjust  assessments  on  a  more  regular  basis,  to  avoid  a  full  revaluation,  and  to 

moderate  shifts  in  taxes  by  being  more  responsi\e  to  the  real  estate  market,  whether  it  increases  or  decreases. 
In  this  way  we  can  ensure  that  taxpayers  are  paying  their  fair  share  of  taxes  every  year,  and  not  just  when  a 
revaluation  occurs. 

While  the  assessors  are  continually  making  corrections  to  the  assessing  file  when  errors  are  noted,  taxpayers 
are  encouraged  to  check  the  data  on  file  for  their  properties  when  opportunity  allows.  Taxpayers  may  request 
an  inspection  of  their  property  at  any  time.  The  assessors  will  accommodate  the  taxpayers  by  going  over  the 

record  and  making  any  warranted  adjustments. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Selectmen  for  their  continuing  support  and  guidance,  as 
well  as  our  fellow  co-workers  throughout  the  Town  Hal!  for  their  friendliness  and  helpfulness.  Most  of  all  we 
would  like  to  thank  the  taxpayers  for  their  patience  and  assistance  as  we  move  to  modernize  the  assessing 
otTice.

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Atkinson  Conservation  Commission 
2000  Annual  Report 

The  Atkinson  Conservation  Commission  is  an  all-volunteer  group  which  is  appointed  by  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  It  operates  under  the  auspices  of  New  Hampshire  RSA  36-A,  which  empowers  the 
Conservation  Commission  to  provide  "for  the  proper  utilization  and  protection  of  the  natural 
resources  and  for  the  protection  of  watershed  resources  of  said  city  or  town  "  The  Commission  is 
the  only  local  board  specifically  charged  to  protect  the  natural  resources  of  the  Town,  and  as 
such  provides  a  focal  point  within  town  government  for  environmental  concerns.  The  Atkinson 
Conservation  Commission  serves  as  an  advisory  board  to  the  NH  State  Wetlands  Bureau  and  the 
Atkinson  Planning  Board  and  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

Year  2000  Activities 

In  the  year  2000,  the  rapid  pace  of  land  development  continued  barely  unabated,  keeping  the 
members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  busy  in  a  variety  of  efforts  to  oversee  and  protect  our 
town's  natural  resources.  In  our  advisory  roles,  we  were  called  upon  numerous  times  to  examine 
plans  for  new  developments  and  to  provide  opinions  on  many  wetland  zoning  variance 
requests.  In  addition,  the  Commission  was  kept  busy  with  a  variety  of  land  conservation  and 
community  education  projects 

In  the  Spring,  in  an  effort  to  further  improve  one  of  Atkinson's  already  protected  open  space 
resources,  the  Commission  applied  for  and  received  assistance  from  a  group  of  students  in  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire  Natural  Resources  Department.  Under  the  guidance  of  the 
Commission,  a  group  of  six  UNH  students  spent  a  semester  studying,  mapping  and 
reestablishing  the  trail  network  on  the  Ruth  Marshall  Conservation  Land,  which  abuts  Big 
Island  Pond  off  of  Boulder  Cove  Road.  Their  work  culminated  in  the  production  of  a  written  report, 
a  trail  guide,  and  an  oral  presentation  and  site  walk  in  early  May.  The  Commission  will  be 
building  upon  this  work  to  further  improve  the  trails  and  make  the  site  both  enjoyable  and 
educational  for  all  visitors. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  we  closed  on  the  purchase  from  the  Marshall  family  of  31.5  acres 
of  beautiful  upland  forest  located  between  Oak  Ridge  Drive  and  Industrial  Way,  a  significant 
acquisition  in  our  plan  to  increase  protected  open  space  in  that  area  of  town.  The  money  for  this 
purchase  came  from  the  Conservation  Fund,  a  permanent  fund  established  by  the  Town  for  the 
purpose  of  open  space  protection  and  preservation. 

The  current  primary  funding  mechanism  for  the  Conservation  Fund  is  the  Current  Use  Change 
Tax.  In  essence,  as  land  is  developed  and  its  tax  status  changes,  money  is  deposited  into  the 
Fund.  As  a  result  of  the  large-scale  land  development  of  the  past  few  years,  the 
Conservation  Fund's  balance  has  increased  rapidly.  Unfortunately,  the  cost  of  land  has 
also  risen  precipitously  during  this  time,  thus  making  land  protection  via  direct  purchase 
an  ineffective  use  of  our  money.  Following  the  purchase  of  the  Marshall  property  in  January, 
we  chose  not  to  pursue  the  purchase  any  additional  land  for  the  year,  but  instead  let  the 
Conservation  Fund  gather  interest  while  we  explored  alternate  protection  options  and  waited  for 
the  real  estate  market  to  settle  down 

Help  Protect  the  Conservation  Fund! 

Since  1998,  you  the  Townspeople  have  continually  expressed  your  support  for  the  allocation  of 
100%  of  the  Current  Use  Change  Tax  to  the  Conservation  Fund.  You  have  done  this  repeatedly 
even  though  both  the  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee  have  recommended  against  it.  Your 
support  clearly  demonstrates  that  conservation  of  open  space  continues  to  be  a  top 
priority  among  the  residents  of  Atkinson.  Nevertheless,  a  small  group  of  citizens  feels  that 
allocating  even  this  modest  amount  of  public  money  for  the  protection  of  land  for  the  public  good 
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is  wrong,  and  they  have  once  again  sponsored  a  petitioned  warrant  article  which  this  year 
proposes  to  halt  all  contributions  of  the  Current  Use  Change  Tax  to  the  Conservation  Fund. 

The  members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  encourage  all  Atkinson  citizens  who  care  about 
the  quality  of  their  environment  to  continue  to  resist  efforts  to  weaken  allocation  of  the 
Current  Use  Change  Tax  for  conservation  purposes.  Not  only  is  it  more  important  than  ever  to 
protect  the  few  open  spaces  we  have  left  in  order  to  maintain  the  way  of  life  which  we  all  cherish 
here  in  Atkinson,  but  we  feel  that  such  efforts  are  "penny  wise",  but  "pound  foolish". 

First  of  all,  the  sudden  influx  of  money  into  the  Conservation  Fund  in  1999  is  shown  to  be  an 
anomaly  by  the  fact  that  Current  Use  Change  Tax  revenues  declined  significantly  in  2000 
over  1999,  while  the  pace  of  development  remained  relatively  unchecked.  In  the  year  2000, 
only  $67,000  was  deposited  into  the  Conservation  Fund  via  the  Current  Use  Change  Tax,  as 
opposed  to  over  $276,000  in  1999,  a  decrease  of  over  75%.  Still,  the  amount  collected  in  2000  is 
more  than  twice  the  annual  average  amount  collected  over  the  10  years  preceding  1999  (average 
of  $32,300  collected  annually  over  the  years  1989  to  1998).  As  more  land  comes  out  of  the 
limited  pool  of  Current  Use,  and  as  the  pace  of  development  returns  to  normal,  we  can  therefore 
assume  that  even  if  the  current  Change  Tax  allocation  to  the  Conservation  Fund  remains  in 
place,  contributions  to  the  Fund  in  future  years  will  continue  to  decline. 

Secondly,  multiple  studies  (conducted  in  New  Hampshire  towns)  have  shown  that  preservation 
of  open  space  actually  has  a  positive  tax  impact  to  the  Town.  Because  open  space  requires 
very  few  town  services,  the  Town  actually  collects  more  in  tax  revenue  from  open  space  than  it 
costs  to  provide  services  to  it.  The  studies  have  shown  this  to  be  true  even  of  land  that  is  in 
Current  Use!  On  the  other  hand,  land  which  is  developed  for  housing  results  in  a  significant 
negative  tax  impact  due  to  the  required  roads,  police,  fire  and  schools. 

Another  reason  to  continue  to  build  the  Conservation  Fund  is  the  recent  establishment  at  the 
state  level  of  the  Land  and  Community  Heritage  Investment  Program,  or  LCHIP    This 
program  provides  for  matching  funds  of  up  to  50%  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for  projects 
which  help  to  conserve  natural  and  historic  resources.  In  order  to  take  advantage  of  this 
program,  a  town  must  supply  at  least  25%  of  the  total  funds  in  cash,  thus  making  a  ready  supply 
of  funds  critical  to  our  ability  to  utilize  this  "double  your  money"  opportunity. 

An  Action  Plan  for  the  Conservation  Fund 

One  prevailing  misconception  about  the  Conservation  Fund  is  the  myth  that  expenditures  from 
the  Fund  are  totally  at  the  discretion  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and  that  there  is  no 
oversight.  In  actuality,  any  expenditure  of  any  funds  for  the  purchase  of  any  interest  in  land 
is  always  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen    The  Commission  maintains  and 
regularly  updates  a  plan  of  action  for  protection  and/or  acquisition  of  key  land  parcels  throughout 
town.  This  plan,  originally  developed  in  1999  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen,  identifies  land 
parcels  having  significant  open  space  value  and  for  which  the  Commission  would  like  to  obtain 
protection  in  the  near  future. 

The  Commission  is  always  interested  in  talking  with  Atkinson  landowners  about  the 
possibility  of  acquiring  or  protecting  land  parcels  which  are  significant  from  an  ecological 
and/or  scenic  perspective,  and  about  the  variety  of  financial  arrangements  and  land  use 
practices  which  can  be  mutually  beneficial  to  both  the  owner/seller  and  to  the  Town.  In  addition 
to  outright  purchase  at  market  value,  other  methods  of  open  space  protection  which  we  have 
been  actively  exploring  with  landowners  include:  1)  purchase  at  below-market  value  using 
matching  funds,  2)  the  purchase  or  donation  of  a  conservation  easement,  or  3)  outright  land 
donation.  -  '  ~ 
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Help  Wanted! 

Last  May,  the  Commission  welcomed  aboard  three  new  members,  and  they  have  been  busy  from 
the  start,  learning  all  about  wetlands  protection  laws  and  the  myriad  policies  and  procedures  that 
govern  our  workings.   However,  despite  this  recent  influx  of  fresh  faces,  the  Conservation 
Commission  is  always  seel<ing  additional  new  members  and  volunteers  for  projects 
throughout  the  community.  The  Commission  consists  of  7  full-time  members,  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen  for  3-year  terms,  and  2  alternates,  appointed  for  1  year.  Meetings  are  held  the  1st 
Monday  of  each  month  at  7:30pm  in  the  Town  Hall.  If  you  are  interested  in  serving  on  the 
Commission  or  simply  curious  about  the  workings  of  the  Commission,  please  attend  a  meeting  or 
contact  the  Atkinson  Selectmen's  office. 

And  finally,  as  you  go  to  register  your  vehicle(s)  this  year,  the  Commission  encourages  everyone 
to  consider  paying  a  little  extra  for  the  new  conservation,  or  "Moose"  license  plate.  The  extra 
fee  charged  for  this  plate  will  directly  benefit  existing  state  conservation,  wildlife,  and  historic 
preservation  programs.  Your  display  of  this  ungainly  but  handsome  creature  on  your  car  or  truck 
demonstrates  not  only  your  support  for  these  kinds  of  programs,  but  also  your  real  commitment  to 
making  New  Hampshire  a  better  place  to  live    Please  see  Linda  Jette  or  any  of  the  helpful 
assistants  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  for  more  details.

We  continue  to  provide  the 
highest  level  of  professionalism  at  every  call  and  strive  to  maintain  an  up  to  date 
trainmg  schedule  for  all  members.

Now  that  we  have  moved  into  our  new  facility  we  are  able  to  invite  instructors 
from  all  relative  fields  to  provide  us  with  the  necessary  training  to  maintain  our 
skills.  We  again  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  support  in  building  this  state  of 
the  art  facility. 

In  the  upcoming  months  you  will  be  hearing  that  the  fire  department  is  looking 
into  the  possibility  of  being  paid  for  our  services.  This  does  not  mean  a  hjll  time 
department.  Only  that  the  volunteers  would  get  an  hourly  pay  for  the  time  they 
put  in  to  serve  their  community.  I  will  be  presenting  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
next  year. 

The  inspection  department  has  also  been  very  busy  this  year  as  you  might  imagine. 
Inspector's  Farley  and  Weymouth  have  accumulated  over  1,434  hours  while 
continuing  to  enforce  all  related  codes  and  ordinances.  If  you  have  any  questions 
about  fire  prevention  they  are  always  available  to  discuss  them  with  you. 

This  year  our  fire  prevention  program  at  the  schools,  coordinated  by  Inspector 
Farley,  was  again  very  valuable  to  teaching  the  children  about  the  dangers  of  fire. 
We  were  fortunate  to  have  the  Home  Depot  Training  Trailer  to  instruct  students  on 
the  importance  of  fire  escape  plans.  We  hope  we  will  be  able  to  bring  the  trailer 
back  into  our  town  in  the  future. 

We  are  in  desperate  need  for  volunteers  to  serve  in  the  fire  and  rescue  squad.  If 
you  are  interested  please  contact  the  department  at  362-561 1 . 

I  again  would  like  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  your  continued  support,  and  also, 
the  Selectmen  and  members  of  town  government  for  their  excellent  working 
relationship  with  the  fire  department.  Most  of  all,  thanks  to  all  the  dedicated 
volunteers  of  the  Atkinson  Fire  and  Rescue  squad,  that  unselfishly  stand  ready  to

ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  year  2000  was  an  industrious  and  achievement  filled  year. 

Town  Meeting  went  well  with  all  the  road  improvement  articles  passing  and  the  budget  staying 
intact.  This  allowed  Devonshire  Road,  Leroy  Ave.,  and  Christine  Drive  to  be  reclaimed  and 
repaved.  This  process  not  only  makes  the  roadway  smooth  to  drive  on,  but  also  strengthens  the 
foundation  of  the  roadway  and  allows  the  road  to  be  graded  to  ensure  proper  crown  and  slope. 
This  method  of  rehabilitation  using  reclamation,  gravel  enhancement  and  repaving  is  1/3  to  V^  the 
cost  of  full  reconstruction.  Full  reconstruction  is  essentially  removing  the  old  road  and  starting 
over.  The  reclamation  process  is  also  much  friendlier  to  the  traveling  public,  the  roads  remain 
open  to  traffic  throughout  the  process  and  the  process  is  much  quicker  than  a  full  rebuild.  This 
lessens  the  numbers  of  days  the  homeowners  and  drivers  are  inconvenienced. 

Shim  and  overlay  is  the  second  process  your  highway  department  used  in  year  2000.  In  2000  we 
repaved  Meditation  Lane,  a  part  of  Sawyer  Ave.,  and  Summit  Drive  up  to  Christine  (thus 
completing  Summit  in  a  two-year  effort.)  Shim  and  overlay  is  1/3  the  cost  of  reclamation  allowing 
us  to  repave  close  to  two  miles  of  roadway  per  year. 

The  rest  of  the  construction  season  was  filled  with  shoulder  cutting,  tree  removal,  brush  cutting, 
sign  replacement  and  patching  keeping  your  part  time  highway  department  busy. 

There  were  two  other  notable  projects  that  I  was  involved  in  overseeing  in  2000.  First,  Mediation 
Lane  had  a  section  rebuilt  by  Lemery  Construction  Co.  as  an  off-site  improvement  for  his 
development  project.  This  project  fell  behind  schedule  due  to  the  ledge  encountered  and  the 
difficult  blasting  conditions.  This  project  definitely  improved  safety  concerns  for  drivers  and 
pedestrians  with  the  cost  absorbed  by  Lemery  Construction.  08r  thanks  go  to  George  Lemery 
and  the  Atkinson  Planning  Board  for  that. 

The  second  project,  the  Academy  Avenue  intersection  was  completed  on  time  and  on  budget. 
This  intersection  had  been  a  safety  concern  for  years  and  now  meets  and  exceeds  NH  DOT 
design  and  safety  standards. 

The  1999/2000  winter  season  was  much  less  challenging  than  the  present  winter.  This  winter,  so 
far  has  had  many  long,  drawn  out  nuisance  storms.  I  am  proud  of  the  men  and  women  and  their 
equipment  that  keep  our  roads  clear.  Their  willingness  to  come  to  work  at  any  hour  on  any  day 
needs  to  be  appreciated.  I  am  grateful  for  their  commitment. 

In  closing,  I'd  like  to  thank  everyone  for  their  continued  support  of  the  Capital  Improvement  Plan. 
We  are  in  the  third  year  of  a  ten-year  plan,  which  level  funds  and  then  gradually  reduces 
spending.  I  also  appreciate  your  support  over  the  last  ten  years  as  your  road  agent;  I  am  now 
looking  forward  to  another  ten.

Gifts  from  residents  of  the  town,  past  and  present,  have  added  many  items  to  our  displays. 
The  genealogy  section  in  our  reference  room  is  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds  and  we  have  been 
able  to  fill  many  requests  for  information  that  have  come  in  to  us 

Students  from  Atkinson  Academy  paid  their  annual  visit  as  did  the  Cub  Scouts,  Brownie 
and  Girl  Scouts,  all  of  them  wanting  to  learn  more  about  Atkinson's  place  in  history.

Residential  development  plans  which  subdivide  large  tracts  of  land  have  slowed 
considerably  during  the  year  2000    There  is  less  suitable  land  remaining  in  Town,  so  we 
expect  this  trend  to  continue. 

The  major  subdivision  approved  during  2000,  is  a  mixed  cluster  known  as  Cogswell 
Farm.   This  is  the  first  development  to  utilize  the  recently  enacted  Scenic  Vista 
Preservation  incentive.  The  farm  fields  in  the  center  of  town  will  retain  the  agricultural 
character  they  have  shown  for  hundreds  of  years,  and  the  46  homes  built  on  the  balance 
of  the  parcel  will  be  set  back  behind  the  tree  line. 

Other  residential  plans  for  the  year  were  mainly  lot  line  adjustments  and  other 
subdivision  creating  4  new  lots  near  Westside  Drive. 

Beyond  that  we  approved  a  few  minor  commercial  plans  of  changes  to  existing  facilities. 
We  also  approved  one  new  commercial  building  in  the  CI  zone.  The  most  noteworthy 
commercial  plan  was  the  tower  erected  near  Route  111.  This  site  plan  adhered  to  the 
Tower  regulations  adopted  by  the  town  on  the  2000  Warrant. 

The  plans  for  the  future  include  improving  our  zoning  ordinance  regarding  cluster 
developments.  We  will  also  work  on  updating  certain  chapters  of  the  Master  Plan  when 
Census  2000  figures  are  available. 

We  work  diligently  to  preserve  Atkinson's  small  town  rural  charm,  within  the  framework 
of  the  zoning  ordinances  you  have  adopted  through  the  years.  We  welcome  your  ideas 
and  input,  and  you  are  always  welcome  at  our  monthly  hearings  and  work  sessions.

The  Atkinson  Town  Center  Committee  was  formed  the  evening  of  January  4, 
2000  at  the  Community  Center.  The  turn  out  was  great.  We  had  25 
interested  and  concerned  residents  at  this  meeting,  representing  virtually  all 
Atkinson  organizations.  J  Z    ]/%-..  h' 

We  began  with  introductions  of  all  those  in  attendance,  discussed  our 
backgrounds  and  what  we  would  like  to  see  accomplished  with  the  Dow 
Common  now  that  it  had  been  enlarged  due  to  the  reconfiguration  of 
Academy  Avenue  and  the  building  of  our  new  Fire  Station. 

Discussions  were  held  as  to  how  the  committee  would  function  and  who 
would  chair  our  meetings.  James  Bonfiglio  and  Howard  Seckendorf 
volunteered  to  co-chair  the  committee. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  to  establish  a  name  for  the  committee.  It  was 
decided  that  the  name  would  be  the  Atkinson  Town  Center  Committee 
(ATCC).  For  purposes  of  this  report  reference  to  the  committee  will  be 
ATCC. 

It  was  decided  that  the  focus  of  the  ATCC  was  not  limited  to  the  boundaries 
of  the  Dow  Common.  Instead,  working  with  other  organizations  the  ATCC 
wanted  to  link  the  Dow  Common  area  with  existing  and  future  town 
buildings  to  create  and  aesthetically  pleasing  and  identifiable  Town  Center. 
The  ATCC  has  continued  to  move  in  this  direction,      i, 

In  January,  2000,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  recognized  the  ATCC  entity.  They 
and  other  committees  have  been  receiving  copies  of  the  meeting  minutes  to 
follow  the  ATCC's  progress. 

Since  the  first  two  meetings  in  January,  2000  the  ATCC  has  been  meeting 
on  the  second  Tuesday  of  each  month,  first  in  the  old  Fire  Station  and  then 
in  the  new  Fire  Station.    The  ATCC  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  Chief  Mike  Murphy  and  his  staff  for  making  the  conference  room 
available  to  the  ATCC  for  meetings  which  have  always  been  open  to  the 
public. 

In  July,  James  Bonfiglio  resigned  his  position.  Nina  ^--ay  was  nominated  and 
elected  to  fill  the  position  of  co-chairperson.

The  ATCC  accomplishments  thus  far  include: 

1 .  Defined  the  Town  Center  as  the  area  from  the  new  Fire  Station,  Dow 
Common,  Kimball  House,  Kimball  Library,  old  fire  station  (now 
demolished)  to  the  Town  Hall  area. 

2.  Cleaned  up  around  the  Dow  Monument,  cut  down  the  yews  exposing  the 
monument  base,  cut  down  and  removed  two  dead  trees,  planted  a  new 
Balsam  Fir  tree  on  the  Common  replacing  the  tree  that  was  cut  down  in 
order  to  relocate  Academy  Avenue,  installed  permanent  electrical  power 
on  the  Common,  eased  the  bank  grade  by  the  Kimball  House,  and 
relocated  the  World  War  I,  World  War  II,  Korean  monuments. 

3.  In  response  to  many  requests  from  residents  to  be  able  to  donate  funds 
toward  portions  of  the  Commons  (i.e.  benches,  lanterns)  as  memorials, 
or,  in  general,  offset  the  costs  of  the  Common  project,  a  bank  account 
was  established  in  the  name  of  the  Friends  of  the  Town  Center  with  Una 
Collins  serving  as  Treasurer. 

ATCC  has  twice  polled  the  wishes  of  the  residents  of  Atkinson.  First  at  the 
Memorial  Day  parade  where  a  pavilion  concept  was  first  presented.  The 
ATCC  spent  the  summer  researching  all  aspects  the  various  plans  presented 
at  the  Public  Hearings.  September  was  the  first  time  that  a  hearing  was 
called  to  outline  the  three  plans.    These  plans  were:(1)  To  leave  the  Dow 
Monument  as  is;  (2)  To  move  the  Dow  Monument  to  the  center  of  the  Dow 
Common;  and  (3)    To  leave  the  monument  where  it  is  and  erect  a  pavilion  in 
the  center  of  the  Dow  Common. 

Areas  were  marked  to  indicate  where  changes  would  be.  Any  of  the 
aforementioned  action  would  include  trees,  lanterns,  sign,  benches,  and 
walkway.  As  a  result  of  the  November  straw  poll  held  simultaneously  with 
the  Presidential  election,  the  ATCC  is  proposing  two  articles  to  be  included  in 
the  Town  Warrant. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  ATCC  that  you,  the  residents  of  Atkinson,  will  indicate 
your  preference  by  voting  on  these  articles  to  help  the  ATCC  move  forward 
in  the  upcoming  year  to  establish  a  Town  Center  of  which  we  can  all  be 
proud.

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TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER  REPORT 

There  are  2,200  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  throughout  the  state.  Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire 
Warden  and  several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest  fire  suppression,  prevention  and  law 
enforcement.  The  number  of  fires  reported  during  the  2000  fire  season  was  below  average  as  referenced  in  the  statistics 
below.  Despite  this,  our  network  of  fire  towers  and  detection  patrols  were  still  quite  busy  with  the  fire  towers  being  first 
to  report  over  135  fires.  These  fires  were  quickly  and  accurately  reported  to  the  local  fire  department  for  their  prompt 
and  effective  suppression  efforts.  Wildland  fires  occurring  in  areas  where  homes  are  situated  in  the  woodlands  are  a 
serious  concern  for  both  landowners  and  firefighters.  Homeowners  can  help  protect  their  homes  by  maintaining 
adequate  green  space  around  them  and  making  sure  that  houses  are  properly  identified  with  street  numbers.  Please 
contact  the  Forest  Protection  Bureau  to  request  a  brochure  to  assist  you  in  assessing  fire  safety  around  your  home  and 
woodlands. 

To  aid  your  forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest  Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire 
Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ALL  outside  burning.  Fire  permits  are  required  for  any  open 
burning  unless  the  ground  is  completely  covered  with  snow  where  the  burning  will  be  done.  Violations  of  RSA  227- 
L;17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors  punishable  by 
fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  eleven  forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection 
Bureau.  Forest  Rangers  have  investigated  numerous  complaints  regarding  violations  of  the  timber  harvest  and  forest 
fire  laws  and  taken  enforcement  action  to  ensure  compliance.  If  you  have  any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber 
harvest  laws,  please  call  our  office  at  271-2217,  or  for  general  information  visit  our  website  at  www.dred.stale.iih.us. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols  and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.  This  early 
detection  system  and  reports  from  citizen's  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments.  These  factors  are 
critical  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires,  keeping  the  loss  or  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as  possible. 
Due  to  pennitting  and  fire  safety  concerns,  please  contact  your  local  fire  department  BEFORE  using  portable  outdoor 
fireplaces  and  vessels,  including  those  constructed  of  clay,  concrete  or  wire  mesh. 

Please  contact  your  local  fire  department  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning.
